Tur Legislature of Massachusetts, in its 
decision relative to. the controversy between 
No Time the Boston schoo] committee and some cf 
the teachers of the Boston schools, is to estab- 
for | lish a precedent applicable to all schools of 
| the state. The immediate occasion of the 
clash may be local in origin; the results of 
the policy defined will be as wide as the state. 
The issue is simplicity itself and it involves 
nothing more nor less than acceptance by the 
teaching force in towns and cities of some limitations on their acts 
and words as citizens, in view of their fixed status and pecuniary 
rewards as public employees. Discretionary power to determine 
what those limitations shall be must rest with the superior and not 
the subordinate educational administrators. The persons chosen by 
communities to serve as school board, or school commiutteemen must 
determine what can be'done and what shall be done by those per- 
sons whom they select to administer the schools or to teaclt in the 
same. No other theory is workable. Experience has shown this 
in other branches of the public service, where the rule defined for 
the Boston school force has its analogues and is working satisfac- 
(orily from the standpoint of taxpaver and of student of govern- 
mental operations. 

Intrusion of politics into the held of education in the United 
States hitherto usually has been found in connection with state uni- 
versities. Local communities, remiss though they might be 1n many 
other respects, have usually insisted that ‘the politician must keep his 
hands trom the public schools. Legislative halls have been invaded 
by lobbyists “of many kinds, but hitherto the teacher has not been 
conspicuous. Boston has had the experience during the past decade 
or two of having more politics in connection with its schools than 
have been good for them or for the community. Of late it has had 
a school committee that has seriously objected to any alliance of 
politics and eelucation. Beacon Hill legislators with memories and 
with convictions cannot but sympathize with the committee's objec- 
tion to the Hoar bill. School feuds are not best fought out in 
legislative hearings. 

It is no time for settlement of this controversy on any other 
basis than a square facing of the principle involved. It is no time 
for compromise. Therefore, we think, passage of the Fisher bill, 
now before the Legislature, would be only a step backward.

dom trom offense, and with a decorum well 
calculated to win to their cause the respect 
of right-thinking people. It is impossible to 
withhold trom those who managed and participated in this demon- 
sitation a very large measure of praise. Their reward came 
promptly and in-a more effectual form, however. Instead of mani- 
festing a disposition to avoid the women, members of the House 
and Senate took occasion to meet them, and in the main with the 
most encouraging assurances. ‘The right of petition was never more 
impressively asserted under the great dome, never more cheerfully 
recognized by those who speak for the nation. 

Not the least of the many pleasing phases of this affair is the 
eloquent testimony it offers to the dominance of the sense of fair 
play in the United States. The rebuke administered to those who 
on a previous occasion had insulted the women was sufficient to pre- 
vent its repetttion. It 1s no small matter, whether taken in this or 
in any other connection, when the disorderly and unruly, or’ would-be 
disorderly and unruly, element of a large city is thus influenced by 
the indignation and reproof of the orderly and law-abiding. 

The suttrage movement gained much by this demonstration, 
much more even than is involved by the reception of petitions and 
the passage of resolutions in Congress. Freed entirely from the 
spectacular, the emotional and the sensational, Monday's appeal for 
justice and equality for womankind will touch the national conscience 
deeply.

SOMETHING like $50,000 will be saved by the government on 
the new issue of parcel post stamps. 
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IT APPEARS that the United States wall paper 
trade is at last ready to place colonial designs 
upon the market. This is something that 
those familiar with the situation have been 
looking forward to for some time. It has 
long been known that drawings were being 
made in the colonial mansions open to inspec- 
tion, as well as in colonial residences occupied 
by private families, with the view of repro- 
ducing the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
tury patterns brought over from England and the continent by the 
first settlers. . Public taste has been, in the meantime, growing to an 
appreciation of the old-fashioned designs, and this has been aug- 
mented by the great revival of interest during recent years in every- 
thing appertaining in a material way to the early home life of the 
country. New England, Pennsylvania, New York, New Jersey, Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas have been industriously searched for colonial 
furniture, silverware, metal ware, prints. In the hurry to become 
possessed of portables, the collectors for a long time paid little atten- 
tion to doorways, stairways and wall paper. These are all being 
copied now, however, and, as an article in the Monitor a few days 
avo pointed out, colonial styles in interior decoration pre mise to be 
very tashionable for some time to come. 

Yet one could wish that the colonial wall paper, as well as the 
colonial interior woodwork, and the colonial porticos and outer doors, 
might remain uncommercialized. These all look best in their orig- 
inal setting, framing and environment. It cannot be possible that 
colonial wall paper as decoration for a new, or comparatively new, 
home in a new, or comparatively new, town, will ever look as_ well— 
that is, as much in place—as on a wall in one of the old colonial 
houses of one of the original colonies. It is not in the order of 
things that it should. And as much is true of the staircases, the bal- 
ustrades, the door jambs. Indeed, to a considerable extent it 1s true 
of the dre yp-leat tables. the secretaires, the highb VS and lowboys, the 
footstools, the andirons and the grandfather clocks of the colomial 
period. 

But there is not so much hazard of all those other things becom- 
ing actually common. Colonial wall paper, in imitation, might still 
hold its own in the-esteem of the person who found ‘it in, sa¥ 10 per 
cent of the homes visited, but if it began to appear in 60 or 80 per 
cent of them, interest in it would necessarily pale. It is possible to 
nagine that if whole rows of houses were decorated with the styles 
of the Marblehead, Salem, Medford, Plymouth and Beacon Hill 
mansions, colonial wall paper might become rather tiresome.

Yacht Club, custodian of the cup, may find 
a flaw even in this amended proposition, but 
this is not probable. Nor, when all is said, 
is it at all likely that the New York Yacht 
Club, over-punctilious and over-technical as it may sometimes seem to 
be, will undertake to discover an excuse that has not stfbstantial 
basis tor again refusing to comply with the wishes of-Sir Thomas. 
The past experience of the club, which is made up of an uninter- 
rupted series of victories, is certainly not calculated to create amol 
its managers any timidity as to the future. 

That there has been considerable impatience with its methods, 
not only in connection with the Lipton challenge but with others, and 
not only in the United Kingdom but in the United States, is true. 
The club has been punctilious and technical, most exacting, and, from 
the point of view of many yachtsmen, somewhat exasperating at 
iimes, by reason of its insistence upon the recognition of conditions 
that yachting at home and abroad has outgrown. But it must be 
remembered that the New York Yacht Club is the custodian of the 
America's cup under a deed of gift in which are laid down precisely 
the conditions complained of. 

These conditions are not what they should be to meet the require- 
ments of yachtmanship in these later davs. They are too narrow 
to be fair to Eyropean contestants for the cup. * They do not permit, 
in short, of a contest that would be as valuable to yachting in these 
limes as were the contests in which the America participated to 
yachting recreation and yacht-building architecture and industry of 
more than sixty years ago. What seems to be called for is a new 
international trophy, to be contested for upon terms that will be fair 
to all nations. Perhaps the outeome of the coming race, whithever 
way it shall be decided, may lead to something of this kind, and, 
with it, to a general revival of interest in yachting the world over.

Over a decade ago William Jennings Bryan 
advocated the election of United States sen- 
ators by direct vote of the people of the sev- 
eral states, and among the leading public 
men of the country he stood almost alone 
on this issie. Inside of a single year from 
the time of submission by Congress of a pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution provid- 
ing tor this important change, thirty-six 
states of the Union, or the necessary three 
fourths, Connecticut being the latest, have ratified the measure, and 
it now becomes the duty, as well as the pleasure, of William Jen- 
nings Bryan, as secretary of state, to announce this fact officially to 
the nation. The recent elevation to the United States Senate in 
Illinois of James Hamilton Lewis and Lawrence Y. Sherman will 
mark, for historians, the last election held under the old system, 
unless in the future there shall be a return to it. 

Before any state can elect a United States senator henceforth 
if must enact laws in harmony with the seventeenth amendment to 
the constitution. Some of the states have anticipated the ratification 
and are fully prepared now to elect United States senators at the 
polls. In 1915 thirty vacancies must be filled in this way. Georgia 
is called upon for speedier action than need be taken by any of the 

| it may directly elect a mew senator next fall. 
in this case a special session of the Legislature will be necessary, 
and it is likely that extra sessions will be called in all states in 
which the Legislatures do not meet in regular session in ample time 
to permit of necessary legislation before the date set for the election 
of United States senators. These are only details, and each state 
may be lett to safeguard itself in this matter. 

It will be more than six years before the membership of the 
upper house of Congress will be as completely popularized as the 
lower, although a majority of popularly-elected members will have 
taken their seats much earlier. Public sentiment at the present time 
leans strongly to the view that the Senate will be greatly improved 
by the change, and that the country will benefit by this improvement. 
The founders of the governmental system under which this republic 
exists gave deep thought to the subject before the system of sena- 
torial selection now to be abandoned was adopted. They were con- 
vinced that a body tarther removed than the House of Representa- 
lives from direct popular influence would be a steadying and a con- 
servative influence in legislation, and, “therefore, a safeguard to 
national interests. It cannot be questioned that, in this progressive 
period, opinion has chaffged in this particular not only ameng the 
people, but among public men. It would be rash to predict at this 
stage what the final verdict may be, since it cannot be reached until 
experience shall have stretched through varying conditions over a 
number of years. The point of present importance is that by taking 
a purely constitutional course in this matter the people have had 
their way. If they have made a mistake they will be able to cor- 
rect it constitutionally in due time.

Of course, informally, | - Survey | 
we now get much the same thing in the | | 
innumerable volumes on the United States | 
written by foreigners, especially in those of 
them written by scholars who have served as exchange lecturers at 
liniversities and colleges. Vermont, among the states, is one of the 
latest experimenters with the new process of probing by outsiders, 
the work being carried on by the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching at the invitation of the educational com- 
mission created by the Legislature last December. Charged with the 
very important duty of studying the feasibility of coordinating the 
entire educational system of the state and reporting on the same to 
the Legislature, this commission very sensibly decided that, before 
it could argue it must know the. premises, and that before it could 
veneralize it must have specific facts on which safely to base con- 
clusions. Fortunately, being made up of men of eminence in no 
wise connected with any of the higher institutions that are to be 
investigated and coordinated, the commission has the more weight, 
and hence, also, whatever it reports will come nearer to representing 
exact conditions. Some states, in naming similar comnnissions 
charged with similar duties, have forestalled thoroughgoing action 
by choice of commissioners incapable of a judicial attitude in decid- 
ing on policies affecting institutions in which they hold office or ot 
which they are graduates. Vermont has erred in the opposite way, 
if at all. 

One fact emerges at this stage of the proceedings, namely, that 
Vermont is leading where other New [:ngland states must follow. 
If for no other reason, competition of states further west, we think, 
must soon force on New England considerable reconstruction of its 
notions and methods of education as related to social service. The 
unregulated competitive system, in this field as in others, has about 
worked itself out. There must be cooperation and coordination 
between all educational agencies and a more direct approach to the 
people together with greater facilities for college and university 
education, if need be at public sxpense. That ts, in some way or 
other the handicap under which a’ Massachusetts boy“of ambition 
and talent but with moderate means now labors in competing with 
an Illinois or Wisconsin or California boy, must pass. New Eng- 
land sooner or later must democratize her higher educational system.
